Oyster B:I\.. x. y.. Sept. a I.—In a 


letter to William B. McKinley. chair- 
man of the Republican congressional 
committee. President Roosevelt ap- 
peals to disinterested citizens to join 
with the national Republican commit- 
tee and the congressional committee 
in a movement to elect William H. 
Taft as president and a Re; ublican 
congress to support him. 
After re- 


viewing some of the important legis- 
lation of the past seven years, the 
president declares that Mr. Taft and 
the Republican candidates for con- 
gress seek election on a pint form 
which specifically pledges the party 
to continue and develop the policies 
which have been acted upon for seven 
years past. 
The letter follows: 


"I have received your letter of Aug. 


28. I agree with all that you say as to 
the amount of affirmative and con- 
structive legislation for the social and 
economic benefit of our people which 
has been accomplished by the con- 
gress during the last seven years.

"Ft Is urgently necessaiy. from the 


standpoint of the public interest, to

'In the ditch, in th 
ditch!' 'I wish you'd spoken a bit 
sooner.' says the colonel, laughing 
again."
